( c ) B .Sc . examination with 50 per cent marks in aggre 

gate from any other University recognised by the 

Syndicate as equivalent to ( a ) . 
(d ) B. Sc . (Honours ) examination of Panjab University 

or of any other University ( recognised as equiva 
lent thereto ) in the subject to M . Sc. course. 


4 . 5 The Board of Post -Graduate Studies shall make recom 
mendations to the Syndicate concerning the syllabi and the 
appointment of examiners , 

The recommendations regarding syllabi shall be routed 
through the Faculty and the Academic Council. 

5 . The syllabl and courses of reading for the M . Sc. ( Semes 
ter system ) courge shall be as approved by the Senate from 
time to timo. 

6 . The medium of examination shall be English , 

7 . Every candidate for the M .Sc . examination shall send 
his application through the Chairman /Head of the Depart 
ment or the Principal of the college , as the case may be 
accompanied by the following certificate ; 

(a ) of having good moral character; 
(b ) of having ; attendod atleast 66 per cent of the total 

number of lectures delivered and practicals conduc 

ted separately for each courgo ; and 
( c ) of having passed the carllor cxamination . 
The Board of Control or the Principal of the college , as 
the case may be , is empowered to condone shortage in atten 
dance of lectures and practicals to the extent of 10 per cont 
of the lectures delivered for cach course of theory or pract 
icale. 

8 . 1 The last dates by which admission forms and fees must 
rouch the Registrar without and with late fee of Rs. 5 / - shall 
. be fixed by tho Syndicato . 

8 . 2 The amount of the admission fee for each semester 
examination to be paid by a candidates shall be Rs. 60 / -, 

9 . 1 Examination in the theory papers /practicals shall be 
held at the end of each semester according to the scheme of 
examination approved hy the Academic Council .

11. A student shall be permitted to the semester courses 
successively subject to the following conditions :-- - 


4 . 2 A Board of Post-Graduate Studies shall be constituted 
by the Syndicate as per rules from time to time, 

4 . 3 Subject to the approval of the Dean of the University 
Instruction , the Board of Control shall be the puthority to 
admit students and to remove students from the M .Sc . Course 
in accordance with the rules laid down by the Academic 
Council. 

4 , 4 Subject to the aproval of Dean of University Instruc 
tion , the Board of Control shall be the authority to remove 
a student from the Course in case of misconduct. 

In the case of students taking instruction in a College 
they will be governed by the college Rules as in force from 
time to time. 


(i ) He is required to obtain 40 per cent marks , in each

(ii) A candidate who has not completed the maximuni 

number of credits required to be completed in a 
year shall be allowed to clcar the paper / s ( in which 
he has failed ) when the eramination for this course 
is given for the regular students. However, no 
student can take the reappear examination in more 
than 50 per cent of the nunber of papers lie is 
normally required to take . For example , in the 
Third semester, if the regular load of a student Is 
20 credits , he can take the re- appear examinution 
for not more than 10 credits of the first semester . .

12 . 1 The question papers will be set by the External and 
the Internal Examiners. In case there are more than one 
persons teaching the course , the Board of Post-graduate 
Studies shall decide one of them to be the internal examiner. 

12 . 2 The cyaluation shall be done by the External and 
tho Internal Examiners . The answer books shall be first 
evaluated by the External Examiner , who shall send these 
alongwith the awants to thọ Interual Examiner with a copy 
of the award Hot to the Registrar, These shall thun be exami 
ned by the Internal Examiner , In caso of any disagreement 
botween the Internal and the External Examiners , it shall 
bo resolved by the Internal Examiner in consultation with the 
oxternal examiner , If the difference between tho two awards 
is not resolved and the marks obtained by tho candidato in a 
particular case diffar upto 15 per cent of tho maximum marks 
assigned to the paper the average of tho two awards would 
be assigned to the candidato . In case the difference is more 
than 15 per color would be referred to a third examiner for

12 . 4 The re -evaluation of answerbooks shall be permissible 
as per pule laid down by the University from time to time. 

13 . The results will be tabulated and declared by the office 
of the Registrar. 

14 . The successful candidates sball be classified into three 
divisions - under :

15 . The candidato salt to provided with the detailed marks 
cards of each semester. The degree shall indicate the division 
in which the candidato has passed the examination . The 
dates of entry and leaving the course shall bo shown on the 
certificate . 

16 . A candidate who has passed tho M .Sc, ( 2 -year courso ) 
examination from the Panjab University under the semester 
system may reappear as a private candidate in a course / 8 
ho wishes to , with a view to improving his performance . For 
this purposo , ho may bo given two chances within & period 
of 5 years from the date of his passing the degres courso . 
The candidato in the first instance , shall bo required to inti 
mato all the courses in which he would like to improve his 
performanco . He will then appear in the respective course / 8 
at the main semester examination i.e . for the courses offered 
for First and Third gomesters in the November / December 
examination and for the Second and Fourth semesters in 
April /May examination , 

If he does not improve his performance , in any course / s 
ho shall be eligible to do so in the following year in the 
semester examination concerned which would be treated as a 
Moond chance . The candidate shall be charged Rs. 25 for 
each course , subject to the maximum admission fee proscrib 
ed for the semester concerned . 

19 . Regulations for Master of Arts / Science examinations 
( Semester System ) (Revised ) , ghall read as under : 

1 : Under the Semester System . each academic year shall 
consist of two semesters . First Semester shall be from July 
to Docember and socond semester shall be from January to 
May. The instructional period for each semester will extend 
over a period of 16 weeks followed by preparatory holidays 
for 4 week , and then the semester examination . 


2 . To qualify for the award of an M . A . / M . Sc . degroo In 
cach subject taught under the Semester System , a candidata 
shall be required to completo successfully course work of 64 
credits in the major and allied subjects , with tho provision 
that not less than 2 / 3 credits shall be in the major subjeet 
and the programme of cach candidate will be subjort to the 
approval of the Postgraduate Board of Studies / Board of Con 
trol. 

A candidate who has passed B . Sc . Honours School in 
Mathematics / M . Sc . Honours School in Mathematics or M . A . / 
M . Sc . in Mathematics examination with at least 5 per cent 
marks may be granted exemption by the Board of Control 
in Statistics to the extent of maximum of 16 credits in the 
course work for M . Sc . Examination in Statistics . The final 
assessment in the M . $ . Statistics cxamination for such a 
candidate sball be bascd on his performance in the courso 
actually taken by him . 

Exemption in a particular paper prescribed for the M . Sc . 
Statistics Examination may be granted to a candidato who 
has obtained at least 50 per cent marks in the corresponding 
ppger in B . Sc . Honours School in Mathematics / M . Sc . 
Honours School in Mathematics or M . A . / M .Sc . in Mathe 
matics Inamination . 

3 . The credit valuo of the coursos need not be uniform in 
all cases . A course may bo 2 , 3 , 4 or more credits depend 
ing upon the quantum of work to be done in it. A 4 credit 
course will normally involve 4 hours of kastruction including 
tutoria ] werk / seminar in a week . Thio credits to be allot 
ted to a dissertation may be decided by the Postgraduate 
Board of Stundles / Board of Control subjeot to a maximum 
of 8 credits. 

4 . The normal work load of a student during a semester 
will be of 6 credits . However, the Postgraduate Board of 
Studies Board of Controt may permit int exceptional cases a 
minimum work load of 12 and a maximum of 20 credits 
dependingt upon thọ capability of a student. The merit Itse 
shalt be prepared at the end of the normal period of the 
course , 1.& . two years. It shall not affect the position of a 
candidate If he falls in a couse / s or falled to appear in a 
course / s but cleared it in the next semester / s within the nor 
mal period of two years. 

5 . Every department would announce in advanco tho 
courses it would odor in cach of the semestere during the 
following two academic years , onabling the students to adjust 
their programme of study in sueh & way that they are able 
to take up , in addition to the compulsory courses , as many 
courses of their choico as possible . The quantum of compul 
sory course work will be decided by Board of Postgraduate 
Studles . 

6 , A student who has obtained 50 per cent of marks dur 
ing the preceding somosters shall be cligiblo to tako up dis 
sertation wherever there is provision for the dissortation in 
the courses of study . 

7 . To qualify for the grant of credits for a particular 
course , a candidate must get at least the pase marks. If he 
falls in the course , he will not get credit for it. Ho may 
repeat the courso as a regular student in which he has failed 
when it is offered next. He may also be allowed to take 
the examination for such a course without attending the 
class. 

If at the end of the second semester his successfully com 
pleted courses remain less than 16 credits, he will not be 
allowed to join the third semester, Ar the end of the third 
semester he must have successfully completed 24 credits to 
enable him to join fourth semester . 

8 . The assessment for each course will be on the basis of 
University examination at the end of each semester . The 
University eramination will be held according to the outlines 
of tests , syllabl and courses of reading approved by the 
Academic Council from time to time. 

9 . The University will maintain a separate official trans 
cript of each candidate , mentioning the courses take . credit 
value of oach course and marks obtained . 

10 . The examination for M . A . / M . Sc . degree under the 
Semester System shall be held in the subjects approved by 
the Academic Council from time to tine, 
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( b ) A person holding B .Sc . degrto of the Panjab 

University with at least 45 per cent marks in 
tbe aggrogate if he has taken part in the Inter 
College games and sports recognised by the 
Inter-University Sports Control Board ; 

Preference will be given to those who have 
taken Physical Education as an elocutive sub 

ject . 
( iv ) Any other qualification recognised by the Syndicate 

as equivalent to ( i) , (it) and (ii) . 

Provided that candidatos admitted under any of 
the clauses ( i) to (iv ) qualifitos in the Standard 
Eficiency Test at the time of admission to this course , 
except those who obtain 50 per cent or above marks 
in the B . P .Ed. examination of Panjab University . 
( b ) A person who has obtained after graduation , a 

post- graduate ono year Diploma or Degree in 
Physical Education from Panjab University or 
a recognised University or a State government 
or a Board set up by the Government and has 
attended during 1st and 2nd Semestos preced 
ing examination , a training course of practical 
lokon for at least three weeks in cach semester 
in the University Department of Physical Edu 
cation , maydo bo allowed to appear in 1st 
and 2nd Semester examinations provided ho is 
in service in an educatlonal institution or a 
governmont department in the profession of Phy 
gical Education . It shall , bowovor, bo Decorary 
for such a person to join the University Physical 
Education Department for subscquent semester 
to complete the course .

A candidate who bas already passed the M .A , examina 
tion under the old Regulations shall not bo allowed to appear 
privatoly under the semoster system for improvement of his 
performanco . Ho may appear for improvement of his per 
formance under the old Regulations within the prescribed 
period .
